ligious in obſerving of Treaties, is ſuffici- 


ently proved. 


Thoſe things which are here alledged 
concerning Gibraltar, with the Addition 


of a ſiniſter Interpretation; the notorious 
hoſtile Actions and Attacks perpetrated 


contrary to the Treaties, in the Indies, 


and elſewhere, againſt the King of 4 — 
ſeem to have given the juſteſſ Cauſe for 


undertaking the Siege thereof. But it 


may be ſeen from the aboveſaid Treaty, 
which has been communicated, what 


was the Intention and Agreement of his 


Imperial Catholick Majeſty upon this 
Article. 


Laſtly, as to what Things ate alledged 


cohcerning the Navigation” of Oſtend, 


his Catholick Majeſty's Piety induce 


him, being bound by no manner of 


Treaty, to countenance it, after he had 
ſeveral times acknowledged the juſt Rea. 


ſons for this Undertaking ; and that this 


innocent Subſidy for preſerving the Bar- 
rier of the Low- Countries, may not be a 
Hindrance to the Tranquility, and mu- 
tual Friendſhip with the Neighbours, ſe- 
veral Means of Accommodation were 
propoſed, not only at the Hague and in 


other Places, but alſo have laſtly been 


declared at Paris, 


Which Things being ſo, Truth of- 
ſended, the Honour and Dignity of his 
Sacred Imperial Catholick Majeſty, did 


indeed demand ſo much, that che ſame 


ſhould be publickly made known to your 
Majeſty, to the Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain, and to the whole World ; who 
likewiſe wich all Juſtice requires due Re- 
paration for the moſt grievous Injury 
done him by fo many Imputations.
